Answer: We estimate that in a) 
typical suburban area, for 2 family 
of four, the cost of operating an 
electric dryer might run about $60 
ayyear (over three times as much 
as a gas dryer). This cost might 
be reduced if the dryer is used only 
in bad weather. If you cook with 
electricity, and have other major 
electric appliances, operating cost 
might be further lowered since 
the rate goes down with additional 
use. On the other hand, if you 
don’t already have heavy-duty wir- 
ing, you will have an additional! 
installation cost. You should get, 
an estimate of probable operating| 
cost from your local light com- 
pany, since the rates vary in dif-) 
ferent areas and even for differ-! 
ent homes..

There are many good electric 
dryers currently available, and for 
as little as $150-$160 for the smaller 
eight-pound’ models (standard-size 
dryers are nine pounds). In select- 
ing a dryer, ask about accessibility 
of controls for servicing. Some 
have controls located in an easy-to-! 
remove front panel, which is a 
good feature. 


A combination washer-dryer of- 
fers some space saving, and a little 
work saving in that the wash goes| 
through a complete washing and 
drying in one operation. However, 
a breakdown would put both units 
out of use. Too, buying the com- 
bination limits your choice of 
washer, since the combination unit 
has the tumble washer rather than 
the agitator automatic which some| 
women prefer for getting heavily- 
soiled clothes clean. Also, with 
separate units you can wash a new 
load while the first dries.

95,000 AMERICANS are killed 
each year by accident. Each year 
some 400,000 persons are perma- 
nently disabled and nearly ten 
million injured less seriously, 
There is a serious accident in one 
out of five households each year, 

These appalling facts we blithe 
Americans take in our stride. i! 

Says Dr. Howard A, Rusk, in the 
New York Times: 

“We have come to accept too 
readily the epidemic of highway 
accidents as the rule, rather than 
the exception. 

“It is more difficult to immunize 
against carelessness, foolishness 
and lack of observance of the basic 
rules of safety than it is against 
small-pox, poliomyelitis and ty- 
phoid.” 


If there is a case of polio in 
the neighborhood, the mothers 
promptly go into a panic. Yet these 
same mothers allow their children 
to lay themselves open to serious 
trouble from that demon killer, the 
automobile. ii 

Why are we this way? Why do 
we allow the ghastly spectacle of 
death on the highways to go on 
with scarcely more than a passing 
shrug on our parts? : 

Some scientists have already be-, 
gun trying to find out why we are 
as we are. 

Dr. Harry F. Dietrich of the De- 
partment of Pediatrics at the Uni- 
versity of California is one-of 
these, and he points out that while 
we try to give 100% protection to 
the infant while it is still helpless, 
we fail to give sufficient education 
to the older child, so that he may 
learn to protect himself from the, 
hazards he will encounter when he 
goes out on his own. 

Whatever the scientists may do 
to help us, however, accident pre- 
vention is up to each and every 
one of us individually. Careless 
driving, reckelss driving, fast driv- 
ing, is something we can all avoid. 

The most important thing, 
though, is to develop our imagina- 
tion to the point where we can, 
easily visualize the results of care-| 
lessness or recklessness on our 
part. 

You and I and the next fellow— 
lit is up to us!

New Process in Farming 
Frees Corporations to 
Gyp Pack Shed Workers 


A big change in the technique of 
handling produce in the Salinas, 
Santa Clara, and other valleys, is 
causing controversy between em- 
ployers and unions, 


Produce is no longer, under the 
new system, sent to packing sheds! 
for trimming and ice packing as 
it was formerly. It is now proc- 
essed in the field by vacuum cool- 
ing, chilled to a few degrees above 
freezing, and loaded in refrigera- 
tor cars for shipping all over the 
country. 


Shed workers have been replaced) 
by contract Mexican nationals for| 
the field work at a much lower 
pay rate, although the shed work- 
ers, who have migrated to Califor- 
nia from other parts of the U. S.

PLEDGES IKE’S VETO 

Indicating that he had a solidly 
anti-labor Administration back of 
him, Cullinan said of the Corbett 
Bill, which the postal workers have 
been backing: 

“Even in the unlikely event that 
a discharge petition could get it 
out of the House Rules Committee 
and it were passed—I am morally 
certain it would never be signed 
by the President of the United

Some of the terms employed by 
Cullinan against those advocating 
the pay adjustment favored by the 
postal workers were: “calumny 
and ‘misrepresentation . . . dema- 
goguery and selfish interest... 
bumbling ignorance and apathy.” 
FIRE ’EM! 

Cullinan also made it clear that 
the policy of the present Adminis- 
tration is to back management 
against men, that when an em- 
ployee brings charges against man- 
agement in the postal service, “we 
are dismissing—not the postmaster 
—but the employee.” 

Of course Cullinan qualified this 
by assuming that in such cases 
the employee’s charges would be 
“vindictive, or irresponsible.” 

This bitter attack on the postal 
workers’ unions was concluded 
with the following highflown pero- 
ration: 

“Don’t you feel it in your bones 
today that we, by what we do to- 
gether—as partners—can prove to 
all the darkened world that we in 
America shall never allow Liberty, 
that torn and tattered document, 
signed by Christ and his angels, 
and a most impressive list of spon- 
sors great and small, again to be 
threatened by the flames?”
